women who attempted to parade them 
in front of the "White Hoxise. 
The disturbance, shitting from 'tho 
White House gates to the women's of- 
fices across Lafayette square and back 
again as banner bearers continued to 
appear, lasted more than two hours. 
The police observed it with indifference 
until near tho end, when two arreala 
were made. 
Jack Gotlieb, a Washington youth, 


who climbed to a second-floor balcony 
at suffragist headquarters and tore an 
American Hag from a pole hanging over 
the railing, was held in $300 bonds and 
charged with desecration of the Ameri- 
can flag:. He eaid he removed the flag 
because it had no place on such a build- 
Ing. 
Louis Lawych, a government 
clerk, taken into custody In front of a 
White House grate after tearing down 
one o£ the "Kaiser Wilson" banners, 
was charged with disorderly conduct. 
The women wont back to headquar- 
ters after their last banner was taken 
from them, followed by a jeering crowd 
which fell in line and carried bit3 of 
the banners on canes and sticks. By 
this time the police reserves from sev- 
eral nearby stations were on hand and 
when the crowd found no more banners 
were to be brought out it quickly dis- 
persed. 


uport Shot Was Fired 
There were reports during tho dis- 
order that a shot had been fired at tho 
building.

women was hurt, al- 
though a few stones were thrown at 
the headquarters building and some of 
the bearers struggled valiantly but un- 
sucessfully to retain their banners. 
There was no organized mob, and the 
.active participants were mostly youna 
'men from nearby government depart- 
ments, who seemed as much interested 
in getting1 a bit of. banner or a place of 
the poles that bore them for trophias as 
they were in 'effacing the sentiments 
they carried.

The first bearers were attacked 
and 


relieved of the banners in front of tho 
White Ilouae shortly after 4 o'clock. 
Soon afterward the crowd went to the 
headquarters to catch the women ba- 
fore they could approach

House gates. Bearer after bearer lalt 
the door only to have br.nner snapped 
from Us pole, torn into dozens of pieces 
and distributed. When this had gone 
on for a while the women began 
to 
hang banners out of the windows and 
over the balcony railing. 
It wasn't lorig before a ladder ap- 
peared and a messenger boy supported 
' by a bluejacket and several enlisted 
men in white swarmed up the ladder 
and the banners were torn dov/n one by 
one.

As a result of their conferences of 
tho last two days Rt tho state bouse, 
the chalrmon of tho six district ex- 
emption'boards in Massachusetts have 
agreed upon a. codo of rulings which 
will be submitted to the members of 
their respective boards for approval, 
and If approved, will govern tho de- 
cisions ot all the boards in the state 
and will mnke such decisions uniform. 


The rulings thus far agreed upon 
relate only to exemptions claimed be- 
cause of dependents, but the chairmen 
have also formulated a list of ques- 
tions which .should be answered by all 
applicants for exemption on the ground 
of occupation. 
The proposed rulings 


with reference to dependents are: 
1.—The fnct that a registrant has a 


wife or child, or both, Is not in anti 
of itself a sufficient reason for dis- 
charge on tho ground of dependency. 


2.—A registrant is not in a status 


with respect to persons dependent up- 


7.—N"o applications 
for discharge 
en bloc will bo received. 


8.—Affidavits may bo taken before 
any oflicor of magistrate authorized 
to administer oaths In this common- 
wealth, 
and 
outside 
the 
common- 
wealth, before a notary public whoso 
seat should bo attached. 
9.—Particular attention 
should bo 


given to the preparation of affidavits* 
They need not necessarily bo formal, 
but they must contain the facts nuf- 
fi'cieiH to put this bnard in possession 
of knowledge necessary to determine 
the application for exemption or dis- 
charge with full Justice to the appel- 
lent or applicant.

;'mat!on was made public, it eald. he 
cause it had been .decided, that pub 
llcity was the only measure that coulcl 
force -action. 
Secretary Daniels' tn" a 
statement 


made public with the letter to Mr. 
Thompson said a board appointed by 
tho commandant' of the navy yard 
was-actively pursuing a full investiga- 
tion of the explosion; that It had been 
provided with sufficient funds and the 
full resources of the Rovernment. and 
had not been hampered In any way by 
supplemental' instructions

In front of the White House. 


The disturbance, shifting

White House gates to tho women's of- 
fices across Lafayette square and back 
again as banner bearers continued to 
appear, lasted more than two hours. 
Tho police observed it with indifference 
until near the end, when two arrests 
u'ej*e made. 
Jack Gotlieb, a Washington youth, 


who climbed to a second-floor balcony 
at suffragist headquarters and tore an 
American flag from a pole hanging over 
the railing, was held in $300 bonds and 
charged with desecration of the Ameri- 
can flag:. He said he removed the flag 
because it had no place on such a build- 
ing. 
Louis 
Lawycru a

clerk, taken Into custody In front of a 
White House grate after tearing down 
one of the "Kaiser Wilson" banners, 
was charged with disorderly conduct. 
The women went back to headquar- 
ters afier their last banner was taken 
from them, followed by a jeering crowd 
which fell In line and carried bits of 
the banners on.canes and sticks.

announced Mr. Montagu arraigned the 
system by which India Is at present 
K-Jverned and declared that tho execu- 
tive government should bo made more 
responsible to tho people of India, He 
suggested that the provinces of India 
bo made self-governing and federated 
by a central government somewhat on 
lines of the government of the Domin- 
ion of Canada. 
"While this scheme was maturing, 
Mr. Montagu said," It was imperative 
to give India "some Instalment now 
to show that you are in real earnest, 
some beginning of the new plan which 
you intend to pursue." 
His appointment so soon after this 
speech has led many -to believe that 
tho policy he outlined has been adopt- 
ed by tho government. 
M.r. Montagu, who is only thlrly- 
oiiiht years of age, and therefore, n 
young man to attain cabinet rank 
has had wide experience in Indian af- 
fah'S. 
He is a member of a family 
which for years has had large ftnan 
clal Interests In India nnil was for 
four years under secretary of state for 
India.

1.—Tho fact that n registrant has a 


vlfe or child, or both, is not In nna 
f Itself a sufficient reason for dls- 
Bhargc on the ground of dependency. 


2.—A registrant is "Ot in a .status 


vitli respect to persons dependent up- 
him for support which renders his 
llscharge desirable within the meaning 
if the selective draft act.

of moans or prqperty from any source, 
whether principal or income, sufficient 
o support his wife and child, or chllr 
dren, during tho term of his service, 


(b)—If tho 
wife

her husband. 


(c)—If the child, or children, ot the 
registrant are po-ssessed of. means or 
property'which may be lawfully used 
Tor the sufficient support of the wife 
of the registrant and his child, or 
children, during-his term of service. 


(d)—If tho wife of the registrant, 
taking into consideration all the circum- 
stances .such as the necessity of car-

city to enable her to support hersel] 
and child, or children, during the term 
of service of the registrant. 
(e)—If there are relatives of 
the 
registrant or of his wife, who in the 
opinion of the board aro able am 
liket yto support the wife and child 01 
children, during the term, of service o: 
the registrant. 


Sufficient support, a>s used' in th< 
above, means such as will enable th< 
family to live In a manner free from 
want, and provided with the necessar 
les of life.
